ATTENDANCE LARGE 
AT SATURDAY'S GAME 

Gate Receipts Show Slight In- 
crease Over Varsity Game 
Last Year 



The attendance at Saturday's qame 
was the largest In the history of McClill 
foot ball. Some four thousand people 
saw the game. Had the weather 
been more favorable there is no doubt 
that every available seat would have 
been filled and many turned away. The 
stands will now accommodate more 
than at any time in the past, and this 
accounts for so many apparently empty 
seats. The gate receipts were In the 
neighborhood of 12, .'.00, this being an 
Increase of $100 over the Varsity game 
last y< ir and $300 over the game with 
Queen's a week ago. With good wea- 
ther for the It.M.O game November 
At II, the football club should turn In 
a substantial surplus on the season's 
activities. Expenses have been cut 
down in every direction, and every ef- 
fort is being made to ensure a financial 
success.

On Saturday Inst McOlII defeated To- 
ronto "Varsity for the third successive 
time in two seasons. The fiaul score 
left the Red and White victorious by 
21 to .1. The game was not sensa tional 
and at times. If it had not been for the 
very keen rivalry that has always ex- 
isted between Varsity and McGill. 
would have been Inclined to be uninter- 
esting. 

The field was in a rather slippery 
condition but neither toam benefited 
much from this although on two r.r 
three occasions liotlt sides nearly gained 
s,.nie advantage by Mine man on the 
team slipping. One effect of the wet 
.round was thai the wing men. on line 
plays, found Ii difficult to keep from 
bumping into their own men anil be-

light rain fell at times during the game

The w ing men went through their plays 
splendidly and smashed into that To- 
rorfto line with terrific .speed. The out- 
side wings were down under nil the 
kicks and tackled m perfection. Mont- 
gomery at quarter directed the team's 
play wisely and in fact taking tin- team 
as a whole they played a splendid game. 

Varsity, on the other, hand did not 
play their usual good game hut this 
was chiefly owing to the splendid de- 
relict put up by McGill. Their hacks 
caught well on all but a few occasions. 
McKenzle punted well, if a little loo 
far. Where Varsity was beaten by Mc- 
Gill was In team work and ginger. The 
lllue and While were nut nearly 113 alert 
as MclilU and never seemed to be as Well 
prepared for defensive 1 work. May- 
nard ond Campbell were absolutely 
helpless or so li appeared from the 
stand.

EDUCATION DEVELOPED 
IN HONG KONG, CHINA 

ning of University Promises 
to Play Tremendous Part in 



Spreading Western Knowl- 
edge and Ideals Through 
^ the Republic 



' - Hong Kong. — From almost every 
point of view the Crown colony of 
I'Hon'g Kong presents to the student of 
fcolonlal history examples of mlvancc- 
ïment and. progress, though on account 
! of the rapidity of the colony's rise to 
• the position of a great commercial 
- centre some of its developments In do- 
mains other than that of commerce, 
equnllv remarkable and perhaps even 
: more far-reaching In their effects, are 
^ apt to be overshadowed or lost sight 
of. 

One of Hong Kong's most striking 
f-achlevements has been In the matter 
.of education. Government and private 
schools and colleges have for many 
years been doing a great work among 
'the Chinese, and this activity has re- 
ï cently been crowned by the opening of 
Mttie Hong Kong' University, which 
.-ranks aa the fromeost-k 
-'- ranks as the/ foremost educational es- 
sllshmenl in the far east, and prom- 
o plnv a tremendous part In the 
Une of western Ideals and know- 
! through the new republic. 
_.»at as havo been the colony's ed- 
ucational triumphs much still remains 
to bo x accomplished. So far the pro- 
vision and supervision of schools by 
the government has practically been 
confined to tho city of Victoria and 
'the Island of Hong Kong, the larger 
: portion of the area under British rule. 
' comprising the leased and ceded ter- 
i-Uory on the mainland and many 
islands, having remained almost un- 
1 touched in this respect. 

Tho opening of the Canton-Kowloon 
-.railway, with the facilities It afforded 
-the Chinese in this district of coming 
' more frequently and directly into con- 
, tact with westerners and western me- 
. thods, wrought great changes, hut for 
7 the most part the people are still 
' content With their conservative meth- 
Wo&B, and in the villages away from the 
Sràllway line, reached in many instanc- 
es bv devious mountain paths, one 
may "still see the Chinese living in 
the primitive style of their forcfa- 
thers.' ,. ," . 

. A report upon an Inspection or the 
Chinese schools in this district, made, 
by officials of the education depart- 
ment as a preliminary to the enforce- 
ment of a new education ordinance 

directly tinder government supervis- 
ion, throws sotni! Interesting light up- 
on the primitive methods of teaching 
. in vogue, and forms a striking vindi- 
cation of the new law, which at first 
was regarded with a certain amount 
of suspicion bv- a section of the Chln- 
ese in the districts principally affect- 
ed. 

In many of the schools the Inspectors 
and tliut methods which were old 
century ago were still being follow- 
. Home of the Chinese day schools 
visited were run by mere boys who 
■ ; had apparently been forced by pov- 
erty lo curtail their own education 
and were seeking to turn their two 
reé years' schooling to account, 
any cuues the master had not 
emoteHt idea of teaching, and In 
r two Instances spoke bad pidgin 
School class rooms lighted 
.jy guttering oil lamps and used as 
living and sleeping apartments by the 
master and his family are spoken of, 
and portions of some were even let 
out as sleeping quarters to coolies, 
Twbose bunks occupied two or three 
■Idea of the room. It Is not surprising 
ut the work done under such con- 
Itkms and amid such surroundings 
/as, In the majority of cases, very 
poor, and the waste of time enormous. 
■ Many of the children examined were 
under {be Impression that Hong Kong 
JIlTO* Chinese territory, and apparent- 
ly no attempt had been made to en- 
" tighten them. 

Now all this Is to be changed. The 
government supervision to which the

litic, regard the rapid spread of niod- 
t'êrn education among the local Chin- 
'/ese with feelings or alarm, and one 
Soften hears the facilities afrorded the 
Illative youth for fitting: himself for 
''commercial or professional life criti- 
cized. The Chinaman, as a rule, I» 
an intelligent Pupil, acquiring know- 
Sgè rapidly and thoroughly and with 
• Illustration before them of what 
happened In Japan, where Euro- 
: , experts have been supplanted 
'tile student* of the Japanese unl- 
Itles, It is not surprising that many 
s misgivings as to the result of 
technical education which is being 
n In Hong Kong and other centres 



to the youth of the new republic. 
These fears are not shared by Prof. 
A. P. Smith, dean of the engineer- 
ing faculty of Hong Kong University, 
who some time ago was asked a ipies- 
tlon on the subject, Professor Smith 
believes that as soon as the govern- 
ment is established upon n firmer ba- 
sis there wiil.be a steadily Increasing 
demand for experts to superintend 
railway building, lighting and drain- 
age schemes, and other constructive 
work, and he looks to the students 
-who pass through the university to 
a large extent to so influence public 
opinion as to create a demand for 
such reforms, and so prepare the way 
for western engineers and other pro- 
fessional men. 

if the professor's hopes are realized 
Hong Kong, as the largest distributing 
port of Uie far east, will see a very 
practical and tangible return for the 
large stems which tho government has 
devoted to Chinese educational work 
In recent years. 



England has sent us her best in 
drumaitle linos in the past few 'years. 
With the Horniman company wo were 
given tho best in repertory, with the 
Stratford players we were given the 
best In Shakespeare. Wtllt Cyril Maude 
we are given the best tn comedy and 
with the advent of Sir Jonstone For-bes- 
Udbcrtson, wo are to be given the best 
In tragedy. Wo have much to bo 
thankful for In these days of sensation- 
al American drmna, a drama which 
appeals to tho baser elemonits, which 
claims to glvo the public what it wants 
but which really gives the public what 
the managers want. I say we have much 
to ho thankful for, to such delightful 
rays of bright sunshine that come over 
here oven now and then in the shape of 
English theatrical companies.

Even those east as but- 
ions are thoroughly competent actors. 
.Most especially is Mr. Maude's daugh- 
ter. Miss Murgery Maude an invaluable 
asset to this oxeellenl organization. 
Miss Maude inherits all the talent of 
her distinguished father to which she 
adds a characteristic feminine charm, 
which is bound to win ror her a warm 
spot tn the heart of every American 
theatregoer. 

Mr. Maude was kind enough to grant 
■us an Interview for a few moments, 
between the acts. Mo was very en 
thusiastic over his réception here. Ho 
said that Montreal audiences were com 
parable only to Manchester audiences 
in I heir keen appreciation of artist's 
efforts. 

Asked whether he had over appeared 
on this continent before lie siucld' "Only 
as a boy, thirty years ago with a very 
cheap company in which 1 played five 
parts In Hamlet. Thln'k of it, five parts 
In Hamlet!

He first 
played "Second In Command," thirteen 
years ago In London. He thought, said 
he, that the piny was somew/hut influ- 
ential In inspiring recruits. "But" ho 
added In his inimitable way, "you know 
I felt an awful ass playing this pant of 
'Kit' In London when I should havo 
been down In Southt Africa. 1 re- 
member once the present King at tended 
a performance and he called me out be- 
tween the acts. 1 su Id to him, .'I feel 
ashamed of myself, sir, lo be playing 
this thing here, when I should he doing 
my duty,' but the Prince answered that 
he considered 1 was doing my duty by 
playing this same littlo comedy In the 
crisis."

WITIHX THE raw 

All praise to Itayard Veiller, author 
of "Within the Law," and all praiso to 
the excellent actors who compose its 
cast. This play is the strongest and 
best melodrama that has been pros 
ented on the stage within our memory. 
It is just chuckfull ut genuine thrills 
and heart throbs, is full of pepper and, 
thank goodness, is altogether without 
ginger. 'Tis a combination devoutly 
to bo wished. More than that it car 
rics with it a good strong lesson to 
employers, and we understand, was 
tho direct means of causing; six de- 
partment stores in New York to raise 
tho wages of their employees. "Within 
the Law" has a world wide appeal, 
and should therefore hold the bourds 
for many a season to come. 

We nolo with gratification that tho 
management is extremely modest in 
heralding this play. Tho bill boards 
speak of It merely as "Tho Now Ante 
rlcan Play" while the programme just 
says "A play of to-day In four acts, 
It claims nothing for Itself, tind gives 
us a good deal. How many plays havo 
wo seen in tho last few years heralded 
us tho great American play or as the 
play of the century, plays that 'have 
led us to expect very much, that havo 
disappointed us sorely. "Within the 
Law" claims no literary distinction, it 
does not pretend to rival Shakespeure, 
but it docs claim to be an exceptional- 
ly strong plausible melodraiua, and 
this indeed It is. 

It is not our Intention to detail liiu 
plot to our readers for wo believe lliul 
by knowing the story much of the in- 
tensity will be lost to one ,by a pre- 
vious knowledge of tho plot; we do 
intend, however, to strongly advise 
every theutregoer who has not seen 
this excellent play by all means to tuko 
advantage of this opportunity. 

The very highest praiso Is due to 
Miss Catherine Tower, whose interpre- 
tation of tho much-wruuged heroine, 
Mary Turner, left nothing to bo de- 
«Irod. She had tho audience with her 
from, the vory slurt, and kept them 
strong for lier throughout the play, 
Kockcllffo Follows portrayed the vil- 
lain, if ho may be called such, with a 
delicate finish — tho part Is a difficult 
one and is easily overdone, but in the 
hands of Mr. Follows It was exception 
ally well balanced, (leorge A. Wright 
as the heroic crook, .loo Ourson; Mario 
Fitzgerald, as Agnes Lynch, and De 
Witt C. Jennings, as Inspector Burke 
are excellently suited to their respec- 
tive parts.

Tho undergrauiiato rovoll against 
certain undemocratic dovolopmonts in 
Ynlo's famous senior sooiotios — Skull 
and Hones, Scroll and Keys, and Wolf's 
Head — is a matter recently mado 
familiar to tho notion reading public 
through Owon Johnson's "Stover at 
Yalo." That thjs insurgency is bear- 
ing fruit is indicated by newspaper 
roporls of tho latost Tap Day, that 
breathless occasion when tho .forty- 
fl vo pltosen juniors aro "topped" on tho 
shoulder to notify thorn of thoir 
oloction to tho senior sooiotios. Tap 
Day lias boon regard as tho outward 
and visible sign of tho undesirable 
tondoncios ootnplninod of in thoso 
societies. Thus in a protest issued, by 
tho insurgent element in tho sopho- 
more- class wo aro informed that tho 
uridembc ratio spirit iinds sholtor bo- 
hind "tho oxcossivo socrooy" that 
envelops tho senior sooiotios, and that 
oflectof this socrooy "is grnally magni- 
fied by tho extreme publicity of Tap 
Day. In this protest wo road fur- 
ther: 

"Tap Day is not only an unnecessa- 
ry and sensational display, giving 
tinduo advertisement to tho sooiotios 
themselves, but also ovor-omphasizes 
the distinction botweon thoso who aro 
chosen and thoso who aro not. More- 
over, tho socrooy which this publicity 
makes doubly* ovidont- immediately 
places tho sontor sooiotios, noculiar 
institutions as they aro, still more 
conspicuously before tho undergra- 
duate mind, resulting in a tendency to, 
ovorrato tho senior social system, 
making it an end, not a moans; thus 
stimulating a too koon pursuit or 
oxtra-curriculum activities in ordor to 
attain to the dosirod ond, with a cor- 
responding depreciation in curriculum 
interest nnd attention. 
» "It has been assorted that secrecy 
is ossonlial in upholding a propor 
respect for the sociotios; wo maintain 
that if tho sociotios can not command 
rospoct, with or without soorocy, pure- 
ly through tho ostoom which pooplo 
liavo for their members, thoy havo not 
thon choson men most doscrvingof tho 
societies. 

"Wo boliovo that there should bo 
a recognition of morit, not on tho basis 
of actual accomplishments alone, but 
to a largo degree on the basis of what 
mon havo attempted to do and on tho 
revelation in that attempt of qualities 
of character and of personality. Wo 
bel ivo that the forty-five mon who havo 
bo gainod tho esteom and rospoct of 
their classmatos and represent to that 
class tho highost ideals of Yalo should 
bo eloclod without undue regard lo 
family influence or personal intorests; 
furthormoro, that thoy should bo judg- 
ed on their characters as revealed hero 
at Yalo, rather than on any indofinito 
assumption of future possibilities." 

This year not only was Tap Day 
shorn of much of its nomp nnd cerfe- 
mony, but the elections were of a 
nature to win approval ovon from tho 
insurgents, tho men choson boing for 
ihe most part really representative of 
tho undergraduate body. For tho 
first time the public were excluded 
from the ceremony, tho faculty had 
business etsowhere, and the campus 
was loft almost, entirely to tho two 
classes directly concerned. Tho dena- 
tured event is thus described in tho 
New York Times: 

" 'Billy' Woiser and Mim' Donnelly, 
tho vetoran campus policomen, never 
boforo witnessed a Tap Day of which 
the ceremonies wore cut by most of the 
sophomores, with non-society seniors 

flibing from their perches in overhang- 
ng branches and with freshmen kept 
in the background. Tho back-slap- 
ping and the fateful 'Go to your room 1' 
did not resound with such terrific 
earnestness as of yore, and at least 
a quarter of tho men who were tapped 
had worked with their books. 

"The reat of the forty-five, with 
few exceptions, fairly represented the 
university in its athletics and in lite- 
rary, dramatic, religious, and social 
activities. Few w<

In a letter to newspaper editors 
throughout the slate II. H, Herbert, In- 
structor at the school, says: "Like 
any Innovation, such an experiment as 
this must prove Its worth, not by prom- 
ises but by results. Aware of the' cri- 
tical latitude of many newspaper - 
and their skepticism as to the possibil- 
ity of teaching Journalism In any school 
hut that of hard knocks, this new de- 
partment will strive, first of all, to be 
practteul, while at the same time seek- 
ing to lift higher the standards of Jour- 
nalism in the state. 

"To be of real service to Uie news- 
papers of the state," he continues, "we 
must develp a spirit of harmony and 
co-o|)eralJoii. Tills is your school you 
are at liberty to propose, to advise, to 
criticize. If there is anything you 
think we should try to do here, let us 
know about It. We can never get any- 
where with you scattered about the 
state and us here at Norman, each un- 
aware of the other's problems. 

"Once 'the school la established, a 
state wide conference of newspaper 
men will be held at the university — £ 
you to talk over your problems among' 
yourselves, we to get your lueas and 
you ouns. When we have exchanged 
these Ideas and acted upon them, then 
we may come to see more clearly the 
values of n school of this sort as a 
clearing-house for the best things in 
Journalism, 

"If this general plan appeals to you, 
sit down and write us tell us tn addi- 
tion what you think a school of Journal- 
ism ought to he. You, as a newspaper 
man of experience and judgment, pos- 
sess ideas of soundness and worth. 
Let us have them. 

"Just now the thing we are trying to 
do Is to teach young men and young 
women .how to write for a newspaper; 
this seems to he the most pressing need 
at tho present time. By no means are 
we turning out rull-fledged editors If 
we succeed In sending out good 'cubs' 
we aro content. If we take care of there 
porters of the present the 
future will take care of ' 
good reporter does not 
bad editor. 

"Part of our work here will be to 
supply the editors of the state with 
news which Is of real Interest to them. 
In 'a short time you will begin to re- 
ceive fresli, live items of the doings of 
students here from your community. 
These little stories, written by our 
Journalistic students, are prepared and 
mailed out for your particular benefit. 
Print them they will be a valuable ad- 
dition, to your news columns."

Last tall the Council abolished Theatre N'ighl, not because of 
its financial impossibility, but on account of the suits for damages 
accruing annually as a result of the rather lawles* velebrations ol the 
underclassmen. It was traditional that on this one night a year at 
least. McGill men should break loose, and without respect for prop- 
erty or person proceed to demonstrate their superiority over Mont- 
real merchants and Montreal policemen. But gradually at McGill 
there has come a change which has been felt in every department of 
student activity. First came the Daily, and then agitation for a paid 
football coach and organized rooting at the games. Last year a new 
"esprit de corps" permeated the student body, and McGill men be- 
gan to take a certain pride in keeping unstained the fair name of their 
Alma Mater.

If the first two years can convince 
the Council of their sincerity in refraining from expensive and un- 
warranted violation of the law of the land, we shall no doubt once 
more hear McGill yells floating down from the "gods" at the Prin- 
cess or His Majesty's. Let us hope so. But if there is a Theatre 
Night every McGill man will be placed on his nonor to sec that 
nothing occurs to mar the confidence placed in him by the public and 
the Students' Council.
